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Testimony of Mr. James Cooper before a Com- 
mitte of the Houso of Commons, May 21st, 
1857, on. tho Hudson's Bay Company, and 
the government affairs of Vanotuver Island. 
— Continued. 

Duties, Trade, etc. 
Mr. Grogan. — You conveyed the impres- 
sion to nie that if Vancouvor,s Island were 
%n Imperial colony, aud not under the 
Hudson's Buy Company, as at present, you 
would bo able to Import your goods into 
the American territories without the duty 
of 20 per cent ?— [ believe that it would bo 
an impetus to British subjects to go and 
open a trade there ; that they would be un- 
der the impression that they would have 
justice done them without monopoly, and 
that they would have proper courts of jus- 
tice to administer the laws,' and that they 
would go there without any fear of misrule 
or mismanagement. 

What would bo the result ns regards this 
20 per cent import duty upon goods going 
into America? — It would be a great advan- 
tage if they could get it taken away. 
- Viscount Goderioh. — But that duty is 
imposed on this produce as foreign produce, 
not as the produce of the Hudson's Bay 
territory, or any particular territory?- If 
we import timber, although it is actually 
tho same, or perhaps of a little better qual- 
ity, from Vanco.nver's Island into Sun 
Francisco, there is a duty of 20 per cent 
upon it, whereas ships would load on the 
opposite side to us, and go in with the 
same cargo free. 

Mr. Roebuck. — That 20 per cent is levied 
upon your goods because they happen to 
come from British territory '! — Because, un- 
fortunately, we happen to be British sub- 
jects. 

Not becnuse you are under the Hudson's 
Bay Company ? — It is becnuse it is a British 
territory. 

So that this 20 per cent is in no way 
connected with the rule of the Hudson's 
Company? — Not at all; it was formerly so 
in Canada, until the Reciprocity Treaty 
was entered into. 

Mr. Edward Ellico. — You said that the 
merchants would go there to trade ; with 
whom would they go there to trade ? — I 
mentioned that they would go to trade 
there if we were admitted under the Reci- 
procity treaty. 

With whom ? — The American people ; 
even now a great many people come over 
to Vancotiver.s Island from Wnshjngtou 
territory to buy goods, tuvl.T.'iih enterprise, 
I have no dou,L^- :;;jself but that a great 
tratl.e.. -s-^rf ~Ca bo done there, by taking a 
"large supply of British goods, and supply- 
ing the British market ; the whalers may 
be induced to come thero ; I know of my 
own knowledge that thoy only want asting 



to come, and. they would winter thoa'. 

You say that the only impediment to it 

is the want of proper courts of justice '! 

No, I do not say that at all ; the only im- 
pediment is the "rule of the Hudson's Buy 
Company ; even if they were to have proper 
courts of justice they would not settle un- 
der the Hudson's Bay Company: there 
would be the same drawback as over. 

Mr. J. IT. Ourney.— You <av that the 
whalers only want asking to induce them 
to come ; will you explain that point a 
little more in detail?— I happened, to be 
the fellow-passenger o'Rono ol the proprie- 
tors of a large fleet of whalers, and he was 
seriously thinking himself, instead of 
sending" the vessels to the Sandwich Is- 
lands or San Francisco, of sending them 
there; he said that there were nut the 
same inducements to tho sailors to run 
away. 

What prevented his doing so .'—From 
the fact that he did not think they would 
be able to obtain supplies at present from 
the settlers. 

That is to sny. that the number of set- 
tlers was not sufficient to raise the requi- 
site supply?— Not sufficient to raise the 
quantity of provisions necessary to supply 
n hundred sail of whalers. 

Colvillo Mine3. 

With regard to the discovery of gold at 
Thompson's River, are you aware when 
that took piaco? — It has beep, discovered 
now probably 18 months. 

Can you give the Committee any idea of 
the number of miners win, are now settled 
there ',— None at all ; it is at Fort Colvillo 
where the gold is discovered • not at 
Thompson's River. 

Mr. Edward Ellico.— -It is an American 
territory, is it not ? — It is in both American 
territory; "" J »»»*«»•• iw.ttuMj , ,1,,. i- urt i, 01 - 
north they go the better the diggings are. 

Mr. J. II. Gurney. — Therefore there are 
miners in the British territory as well as 
in the American territory? — Yes. 

Mr. Edward Ellico. — [low do you know 
that? — From people who have been there. 

Are there miners in the Thompson's river 
district, tho British territory? — Yew. 

Americans ? — Both Americans and Brit- 
ish. Wherever there is gold there is a rush 
of people. 

Mr. J. II. Gurney. — Are yon aware 
whether the Hudson's Hay Company's offi- 
cers have held any communication of any 
description with those miners who are lo- 
cated in the British territ -ry ; whether they 
have taken any cognisance ol' their settling 
there, either favorably or the reverse? — No, 
i do not know that they have. It would be 
impossible to take any measures to prevent' 
their going there ; it would require a lar;;e 
force to turn them away; and if gold is dis- 
covered there, there will be as great a rush 
to that country as to California. 

Mr. Edward Ellico. — If you look at the 
map you will see that Fort Colvillo is not 
on Thompson's river ? — I am aware of that ; 
1 said that it was in the neighborhood of 
Fort Colvillo. 

Fort Colvillo is in American territory is 
it not? — The old Fort Oo'ville is, hut the 
new Fort Colvillo is in the Ilritish territory. 

Do you know that the gold-seokers have 
crossed the boundary to tho north and gono 
towards Thompson's river '.' — Yes, they have 
gone here and there, wherever gold is to be 
found there you will find the people. 

Do you know that they are north of Ihe 
boundary ? — I say they tire north of tho 49th 
parallel. 

Where do you derive that information ? — 
From people who have actually 'returned 
from there during tho last winter before I 
left. 

What were those people; were they 
Americans? — N'o, they were English pool 

Were they in the cniployont of the Hud 
son's Bay Company ? — No, they were set- 
tlers like myself who had been there. 

Settlers where? — In Vancouver's Island. 

Had they returned to Vancouver's Island? 
—They had before 1 left.

Editor British Colonist: — Believing 
that it may bonelit the Institution referred 
'to. and also convey information of sonic 
interest in connexion with tho tax on prts- 
songers, proclnitabd iii British Coliiinbia, I 
mays perhaps, nsk you to give insertion to 
"bntS or two extracts from the' minutes of 
the Hospital i'foVisionnl Committee; re- 
lating tO u passenger tax in support of 
•Hospitals; and ttlfio from a report, which 
it dtivolvdd ort me to makd to His Exeel- 
(oiiov, the Governor, a short time ago, in 
■Velnfiim to the Hospital on Hroiul Street: 

Thttt report Was daifed May 4, 1850, and 
stated : — 

" From the report of Dr. Trimble, the 
medical attendant, it appears that during 
the five months, ending April 30, ult., 
Tthc total number of Admissions was 49 

" Cures 31 

Deaths 8 

" Still in Hospital 10 

Of the above number, 49, there were 22 
'sick persons brought down from British 
Columbia." 

The report concluded by adverting to a 
recommendation, addressed to His Lxcel- 
ionoyi by the Provisional Committee, in 
December last, tho nature of v, .i ; r.!> will 
appear from the following extract*. At a 
t'onunittee meeting; December 30, 1808, 
. the following resolution was passed : — 

" Taking into consideration that the ben- 
efits of a hospital are such in directly or 
indirectly interest and concern all people, 
without exception, the committed think it 
desirable that measures should be taken 
Whereby all persons who come to the colony 
might bo mtv.ld to contribute to thd support 
bf such institution's, and therefore that this 
comittee do petition His Excellency, the 
Governor to institute a law imposing a tax, 
of a certain sum per head, on all passen- 
gers entering the colony, to be applied to 
the support of Hospitals." 

At a Committee meeting, January 11th] 
185H, it was minuted that His Bxcalleney 
Expressed himself favorably disposed to- 
wards such a tax, and that fie would hope 
to bring the subject before the legislature. 

The above number of sick from British 
Coluiribiit; dot's not adequately represent 
the obligation of that section of the country 
to contribute to the support of the hospital, 
for doubtless many more rcefJivcd tho seeds 
of their malady there; who uftdrvnirds re- 
sided at Victoria, btlore seeking hospital 
aid: 

Though not in the smallest dbgrtie uc- 
ijUiliuted with the proceedings of tho gov- 
ernment of British Columbia, in reference 
to the. passenger tax lately imposed there, 
it cannot be improper for mc, as secretary 
to the Hospital Committee, and not without 
the recommendations of ninny of its mem- 
bers, to publish the above facts ; first, that 
the attention of the government was drawn 
to the tax in December hist, and secondly, 
that in the beginning of last month, the 
way which British Columbia was swelling 
the" hospital with her sick was also laid be- 
fore the government: 1 think others will 
infer, as wc have done, that Mil; tax in 
question was neither tlneiillcid for nor inop- 
portune, and will also hope, as lye do, that 
the Legislature of Vancouver's Island will 
speedily take the same subject into consid= 
oration. 

There are now upwards of twenty pa- 
tients in tho Hospital. One thing is cer- 
tain, the sick cannot be left to perish ; they 
must be provided for. It seems equally 
reasonable to provide that the entire ex- 
pense should not fall on the settled resi- 
dence of the country. Such a charge, 
whether defrayed by voluntary contribu- 
tions or by a tax levied on tbem lor that pur- 
pose, would press heavily itrtd unequally. 
An impost on passengers for this object 
seems to meet with almost Universal con- 
currence, as equitable and reason able, likely 
to be willingly paid, not in the least mili- 
tating against the inducement of this place 
as a free port, ami forming a source of rev 
enudj accruing without difficulty, and felt 
burdensome by nont
